MARTENS PROTESTS 


AGAINST TREATMENT 


Tell* Lansing Rules Of Interna- 


tional Courtesy Were Broken 


By His Arrest 


New York, Nov. 18. — Luduig C. A. 


K. Martens, "Soviet ambassador to the 
United States," today telegraphed Sec- 
retary of State 
Lansing 
protesting 


against his treatment at the hands or 
the New York state legislative com- 
mittee investigating radical activities 
here. 


Martens complained that the rules 


of international courtesy had 
been 


broken in his arrest. He denied that 
he was engaged 
in an attempt to 


bring about the 
overthrow of the 


United States government. This fol- 
lowed declaration 
by Deputy State 


Attorney General Berger earlier in the 
day that he believed Martens was "re- 
ally disseminating propaganda 
here 


for the overthrow of organized gov- 
ernment wherever found." 


"Saturday, Nov. 15, and Monday, 


Nov. 17, I was, by threats of impris- 
onment, compelled to appear before 
some local investigating body of the 
state of New York inquiring into my 
relations with the government I have 
the honor to represent," the Martens' 
telegram read. 
"The 
treatment is 


flagrantly at variance with the treat- 
ment accorded in my country to rep- 
resentatives of the United States, who 
were treated according to all rules of 
international courtesy, although no 
official relations existed between my 
government and the United States. 


"I principally object to and protest 


against the fact that such investiga- 
tions by those conducting them are 
being exploited in a manner not con- 
sistent with truth or decency. News- 
papers today carried glaring headlines 
stating that I admitted to the investi- 
gators that I am engaged in efforts to 
overthrow tb« United States govern- 
ment, and I am informed that the 
committee in charge of the investiga- 
tion has notified the state department 
to this effect. 


"I have made no such admission 


and I could not have made such ad- 
mission in view of the simple fact 
that I am not and my government is 
not In any manner whatsoever inter- 
fering with the affairs of the United 
States government, and I protest 
against the indecent attempt; by per- 
version of the truth to create false im- 
pressions in this report."

Treaty Now Declared To 


Have More Than 


Even Chance 


FINAL VOTE"THURSDAY 


Program Calls For Acceptance 


Of Reservations Without For* 


eign Assent Provision 


Washington, Nov. 18. — Compro- 


mise moves to rescue the peace treaty 
from a threatened deadlock made such 
progress today that its friends declar- 
ed it had more than an even chance 
for life. 


So fas as it had taken definite form 


tonight, the 
compromise 
program 


called for a final vote Thursday and 
pointed toward acceptance of the res- 
ervations of the foreign relations com- 
mittee without the requirement that 
they must be assented to affirmatively 
by the other powers. 


The way to compromise was opened 


by the group of mild reservation Re- 
publicans who served notice on the 
Republican and Democratic leaders 
that they would not put up the bars 
entirely to modification of the com- 
mittee reservations, but "would stand 
out against and defeat the administra- 
tion's parliamentary program. 


With this final announcement of 


how thair deciding strength would be 
used in the closing stages of the treaty 
contest, the mild reservationists re- 
tired to the background. The result 
was that Republican Leader Lodge 
and -Democratic Leader 
Hitchcock 


faced each other and laid all their 
cards on the table.

The mild reservatton- 
ists supported them as the **nal qual- 
iScation which they would help to 
write into the treaty, but the senate 
extendej its session far into the even- 
ing, voting down numerous other pro- 
posals in an effort to clear the way 
before adjournment for -work tomor- 
row- on the ratification resolution It- 
self. 


The reservations adopted today re- 


lated to the labor provisions in Par 
13 of the treaty, and to voting equal- 
ity in tv.c league of nations. 


At 10:15 tonight the vice presiden 


dent declared the treaty closed to fur- 
ther reservations or amendments and 
the senate adjourned until noon to 
morrow, when the ratification resolu^ 
tion will be taken up.

"Milk Boycott" M»y Raise Prices. 
New York, Nov. 18. —New York's 


"milk boycott," If continued for an- 
other two weeks, will result In further 
increases 
in milk 
prices, Neil H. 


Strome. counsel for the first district of 
the Naw York Federation of Agri- 
culture, asserted today. He came here 
from Y.'alden, N. Y., to assist the fair 
price committee In trying to solve the 
milk problem. Ho admitted that the 
boycott would unquestionably mean a 
heavy loss to the producers. 


A four days' canvass of the state 


disclosed an exceptionally large num- 
ber of auction sales of dairy cattle 
contemplated for the new fortnight 
Mr. Strome said. Fanners generally 
declared they could not continue to 
sell milk under present conditions, he' 
explained. 


A remedy for the existing evil would 


be the taking over of the distributing 
Of milk by the consumers or by the 
city of New York, he said. 


"Eggs now gelling at a dollar a doz- 


en will be selling at SI.50," Strome de- 
clared. "Neither the farmer nor the 


Chicago, Nov. IS. — There will be 


no drastic general curtailment of train 
service in the United States at 
the 


present time, despite the seriousness 
of the coal problem. This announce- 
ment was made tonight at the conclu- 
sion of a meeting attended by Director 
General of Kailroads Walker D. Hlnes 
and seven regional directors of the 
railroad administration. 


Mr. Hlnes, after 
hearing reports 


from the regional directors, was of 
the opinion there was sufficient coal to 
run the railroads on a virtually nor- 
mal basis for 25 or 30 days and that 
production of bituminous coal was be- 
ing increased dally. A freight embar- 
go would be the last measure to be 
considered to conserve coal. 


That the coal situation it serious 


was admitted by those in attendance 
at the conference. Further consider- 
ation of the subject will be given dur- 
ing the present week by Mr. Hlnes. 
and if any curtailment of train service 
U decided upon, it was stated, ample 
notice will be given the public. Coal 
now in the hands of the railroads un- 
der the order of the fuel administra- 
tion will continue to be distributed to 
public utilities and other users of coal, 
In accordance with actual necessity. 


Declare* Action Imperative. 


Washington. Nov. II. — The gov-

Extreme Decline* Extend From 


10 to 30 Point*—Stringent 


Money Conditions 


New York, Nov. 18. — The *tock 


market was in the throes of another 
violent liquidating movement today, 
the reaction attaining Its full forc« 
in the final hour, when extreme de- 
clines in the more vulnerable issues 
extended from 10 to over 30 points. 


Stringent money conditions, as in- 


dicated by the maintenance of the 12 
per cent rate for call loans, 7<£ to 8 
percent bid for time funds, and the 
utter collapse of foreign exchange, 
with the London rate at a new dis- 
couht, contributed to the further re- 
versal. 


Minimum quotation* made hy a 


number of erstwhile favorites in to- 
day's session placed some of those is- 
sues materially under lowest prices 
touched In the sweeping setback of 
last week and more than cancelled re- 
cent substantial gains by high-grade 
rails. 


During the early and intermediate 


sessions dealings were lighter than 
at any period in many weeks. The 
market lapsed largely into affairs be- 
tween 
traders, 
public participation 


being wholly negligible.

Crucible Steel, which 
more than 


any other stock brought about the 
slump at the end, was almost the only 
issue to evince a reactionary trend 
during the morning, when it broke 27 
points, losing 5 points between sales. 


Partial recovery of this loss was ac<- 


companied by a brisk rally In related 
issues, but all this was dissipated 
when Crucible became the center of 
another selling movement.

Jail, Coopcrstown. 


Inspected August 15, 1919. 
Benj- 


amin F. VanZandt, sheriff. 


The number of inmates on the above 


date was 8. Five were serving sentence 
and three were court prisoners. The 
highest number in custody at one time 
during the past year was 18; lowest, 1. 
The sheriffs wife acts as matron when 
females are detained, which is rather 
infrequent, there having been but 
three admission' during the year. Of 
the total of 85 committments to this 
Jail during the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1919, 29 were for public intoxica- 
tion. 


The Jail was found In excellent con- 


dition throughout. Five -ew toilets 
have been installed and the interior 
of the Jail including the steel cells and 
bars have been painted white. The 
work of painting was not quite finish- 
ed and was done by civilian labor. 


The inmates are employed on 'the 


county farm and also in caring for the 
large lawns and assisting with the 
institutional work. The inmates are 
taken to and from the jail to the farm 
by automobile. The county farm pro- 
vides the dinner, but the Jail does not 
receive any part of the crops- 


This Is a very good jail and with the 


small population of recent years pro- 
vides separate Quarters for the lec^l 
classification of the inmates.

fi him a forestry map of the

1915. The map is a most interesting 
one and shows the forest sreas of the 
county in different colors, indicating 
where different varieties of trees pre- 
dominate. 
Waste areas, or areas 


which are considered to be of more 
value lor reforestation than for culti- 
vation are Indicated in blue and the 
map is thickly dotted with such areas. 
It is also interesting to note that the 
forests of the northern and southern 
sections of the county are of such dif- 
ferent nature. What the forestry ex- 
perts designate as the southern hard- 
\\oode, oak, chestnut, etc., predomin- 
ate in the south end of the county, 
and an irregular line running through 
the town of Milford divides this ter- 
ritory from 
the 
northern section, 


where 
the 
northern 
hardwoods, 


beech, birch and maple perdominate. 
Another surprising 
feature of 
the 


map is that so large a portion of the 
County is in woodland. 


The plan which Mr. Gheen and Mr 


Barlow outlined to the supervisors^in- 
vohes the reforestation of several* of 
these waste areas as a township under, 
taking, that is, the town would buy 
the land and plant it to white and 
red pine under, the direction of the 
College of Forestry. The Conserva- 
tion commission will furnish 
the 


young trees without charge, the towns 
-only bearing the expense of express 
charges and the work ot planting. It 
is estimated that there are between 
12,000 and 15.000 acres of land in 
these so-called waste areas in the 
county, where reforestation is advis- 
able. 


Putting the plan Into effect Is, of 


course, a matter for the Individual 
town to decide, rather than the board 
of supervisors, but many of the mem- 
bers expressed their Interest In the 
idea and their willingness to present 
the matter to their town boards and 
the people of their towns.

In the case of the 13 
original colonies, nine times out of 
ten the first newspaper in any one of 
theia was a Gazette. Often the price 
paid for a newspaper has furnished 
the name. Examples may be found 
In the Centre Philadelphia—possibly 
the first penny paper in America—and 
the Picayune of New Orleans. Skeat 
In his "Etymological Dictionary of the 
English Language" gives under the 
word "Gazette," "an abstract of news 
Issued at Venice; the original sense 
is either (1) a magpie, from Italian 
'gazetta." whence It may have meant 
tittle-tattle; or (2) a very small coin 
perhaps paid for the privilege of read- 
big the news, from Italian "gaz^tt*," a 
coin less than a farthing. The raid- 
er may choose. 
Since the distin- 


guished professor of Anglo-Saxon at 
the University of Cambridge was not 
quite sure about the derivation and 
offered a choice to his readers, it is 
barely possible that the two uses of 
the Italian "gacetta" gave the Latin 
news sheets their name.
